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Underground Water 
Storage Is Good 


Well-water p rosp ecte were never 
better since Ohio began checking on 
underground water levels. That ob­ 
servation was made by C. V. Young- 
quist, chief engineer of the Water 
Resources board, in transmitting to 
the Ohio Develop ment and Publicity 
commission a summary of watc- 
conditions in the state. 
Rains in December and January 
were p articularly effective in restor­ 
ing the underground water sup p ly. 
* Winter rains do not p enetrate 
frozen ground. During the two- 
month rainy sp ell there was little 
freezing. Moreover, the rains fell 
gently, with frequent rest p eriods to 
let the water soak in. 
As a result, 
well water gages over the state have 
been rep orted as “rising straight 
up ." 
The wet January of 1949, accord­ 
ing to Youngquist, was far better in 
storing up ground water than the 
wetter January of 1937, time of the 


big Ohio river flood. A dozen years 
ago the rains came in a deluge cn 
frozen ground and much of what 
fell’ ran off. As a result of this win­ 
ter storage, well water p rosp ects in 
Ohio are bright for 1949.

The margarine interests certainly 
are dying hard. Their stand 
has 
been Inconsistent for three reasons. 
First, is the claim that the tax on 
imitation butter Increases the cost 
of living. Statistics show that the 
total tax on margarine has been 
about 16 million dollars for the p ast 
year. 
By comp arison the tax on tobacco 
for the same p eriod was one billion 
and three hundred million dollars, 
and the liquor tax was two and 
one half billion dollars. Millions of 
p eop le would really be relieved If 
taxes were removed from tobacco 
and liquor yet these 
margarine 
users are very quiet. 
Second, as to color, every other 
article of food must come to the 
consumer in its natural color, any 
color being added would make it 
unsalable. Buyers of fruits and vege­ 
tables for the table examine them 
'-arefuily as to color yet some are 
demanding that margarine be dis­ 
colored. 
Third, as to time it takes to color 
margarine. Almost every article for 
the table takes time to p rep are it. 
as p otatoes and ap p les must 
be 
p ared, canned goods must be op ened 
and salt or flavoring added, 
yet 
margarine must come to them just 
ready to unwrap and p ut on the 
table without any other p rep aration, 
or the housewife is being imp osed 
up on. 
I The natural color of butter is yel­ 
low, so if the same color is added 
to it there is no decep tion. When 
white margarine is colored yellow 
the reason for doing so is to make 
it resemble butter, which is decep ­ 
tion. Personally if I thought mar­ 
garine is better than butter, the 
very last color I would use would be 
yellow. No one has ever a as we red 
the question as to why margarine 
should be colored yellow.

Golf Aids 
Masters Play 
With Hands, 
No t By Bo dies

Yo ur go lf game begins by ho ld­ 
ing the club. 
Because 95 per cent o f a go lfer’s 
tro uble Li caused by a faulty grip, 
I am starting this series with the 
grip. 
Masters play with their hands. 
Do ffcis play with their bo dies. 
Let y o ur hands be the generals 
o f y eur gam?. 
The bo dy fo llo ws the hands. 
Harry Vardo n 
intro duced 
the 
o v erlapping grip, and since his time 
the great names o f go lf, with few 
ex ceptio ns, hav e made it the mo re 
po pular o f the two . 
The interlo cking grip, used suc­ 
cessfully by Francis Ouimet, Claude 
Harmo n, Chick Herbert and my self* 
is the o nly o ther pro per grip. 
I will ex plain the reaso ns fo r my 
preference In the nex t article. 
Let me here stress that fact that 
the o v erlapping grip is preferable 
o nly if 
y o u po ssess large hands 
to make it wo rk. 
No te the illustratio n. 
The left thumb is o n the shaft, 
held in the lingers o f the right 
hand and the palm o f the left. 
We no te that the little finger 
o f the right hand o v erlaps the 
fo refinger o f 
the left, thus the 
name o f the grip. 
This grip makes the two hands 
wo rk as a unit because 
they 
are 
clo ser to gether. 
I he left hand acts as the hinge 
o n a do o r, co ntro ls the swing. 
To 
be 
placed 
pro perly , 
y o u 
sho u'd be able to see three knuck­ 
les o f y o ur left hand while address­ 
ing the ball. 
The "reminder grip" is a great 
aid in the pro per po sitio n o f the all- 
impo rtant hand. By placing the left 
hand to fit o n this flattened surface 
tf the club .« haft, the knuckles will 
be in their pro per place. 
The left thumb o n the shaft pre­ 
v ents the wrists fro m breaking as 
much as might be desired, decreas­ 
ing the flex ibility . This results In 
a slight lo ss o f po wer. 
In general, ho wev er, the go lfer 
will be steadier with this grip. 
Let the s i* o f y o ur hands de­ 
termine which grip to use. 
Once y o u deckle, stick to that 
grip, and fo rget abo ut ex periment­ 
ing.

Memorial

At Indianapolis Slowed

fro m Scenery Hill, Pa. (Washingto n 
. o unty ), was giv en o nly a "narro w 
:hance” to liv e to day after his big 
acing car ro ared o ut o f co ntro l at 
115 miles an ho ur o n the India 
lapclia speedway and smashed head 
o n into a brick wall. 
Ho rn suffered chest and head in­ 
juries and a leg fracture in the 
ciash which to o k place y esterday 
to the 38th lap o f his 100-mile 
driv ers’ tert fo r the Memo rial day 
500-mile race. He had less than 
three laps to go to finish. 
The big eight-cy linder Granco r 
Special he was driv ing had cracked 
up In qualify ing trials last y ear.

escaped injury . 
Speedway o fficials said Ho rn ap­ 
parently lo st co ntro l o f the racer 
go ing into the so uthwest turn. It 
swerv ed o nto the dirt safety apro n.I 
Then in a sudden turn, it sho t acro ss 
the track and plo wed squarely into 
the brick wall. Its two fro nt wheels 
flew o ff and the racer was demo l­ 
ished.

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ESTIMATE KILL OF 
DUCKS AND GEESE 


WASHINGTON—(UP)—The VS, 
Fish and Wildlife serv ice has esti­ 
mated the kill o f wild ducks and 
geese during the 1948-49 
hunting 
seaso n at appro x imately 17,000,000 
fo r the United States and nearly 
50,000 fo r Alaska. 
Albert M. Day , directo r o f the ser­ 
v ice, said the estimate represented 
a rise In waterfo wl kill o f nearly 48 
percent o v er 1947-48. Day attributed 
the rise to an increase o f 27 percent 
in the number o f hunters afield last 
seaso n and an increase in the num ­ 
ber o f hunting day s. 
The statistics were bused o n the 
serv ice’s surv ey o f duck-stamp sales 
daily field bag checks during 
the 
seaso n 
and 
po st-seaso n 
co ntacts 
with hunters. 
Day also disclo sed that the no r- 
retriev ed lo ss fo r the seaso n, which 
is o nly part o f the o v er-all crippling 
lo ss, was estimated by the serv ice at 
3,000,000 in the U.S, and abo ut 5,000 
in Alaska. 
The da ta o btained fro m po st-sea­ 
so n hu nter cheeks indicated 
that 
o ut o f ev ery six ducks bro u ght do wn 
w ithin sight o f the sho o ter, o ne was 
no t retriev ed. 
Acco rding to the Fish and Wild­ 
life's surv ey , the av erage dally tag 
per hu nter was slightly less 
thai 
two birds, while the av erage seaso nal 
bag was abo ut nine birds. The num­ 
ber o f day s hunted by the av erage 
gunner lo r the aeaao n was appro x i­ 
mately fiv e.
